Fev>f  persons  are  aware  of  the  fact 
that  our  principal  morning  journals 
are  not  printed  directly  from  the 
type  but  from  stereotypes  taken  from 
the  regular  forms.  The  whole  time 
consumed  in  making  the  plates  of 
the  four  pages  is  about  twenty  min- 
utes. Jt  is  accomplished  thus  : Each 
page  is  made  up  in  a separate  form, 
on  a table  in  size  and  height  express* 
ly  adapted  for  tlie  purjiose  ; the  legs 
of  this  table  are  furnished  with  cas- 
tors, and  as  soon  as  the  form  is  lock- 
ed, the  table  is  rolled  into  the  stereo- 
type room.  The  form  is  then  re- 
moved to  the  moulding  table;  the 
latter  has  an  iron  bed,  the  cavity  of 
which  is  filled  with  steam,  as  heat  is 
one  of  the  requirements  in  facili- 
tating the  operation.  After  the  right 
temperature  is  attained,  the  form  is 
removed  again  to  the  imposing  ta- 
ble, and  two  or  three  sheets  of  paper 
laid  over  the  surface  of  the  type,  and 
they  are  then  beaten  down  with  a 
brush  in  the  same  manner  that  prin- 
ters proceed  in  taking  brush  proof. 
The  form  is  then  carefully  slid  down 
upon  the  moulding  table,  and  an- 
other and  heavier  sheet  of  paper  is 
placed  over  the  first;  this  is  covered 
with  a wet  blanket,  the  whole  slipped 
under  the  press  attached  to  the 
moulding  table,  and  the  power  ap- 
plied. This  is  done  almost  instant- 
ly, when  the  form  is  again  run  out, 
and  the  paper  peeled  off  in  a com- 
plete matrix  of  the  whole  form.  A 
preparation  of  French  chalk  is  now 
applied  to  the  surface  of  this  paper,, 
when  it  is  placed  into  the  mould,  and 
the  hot  metal  poured  against  it  and 
the  plate  almost  instantly  f formed. 

It  is  now  removed  to  the  plainer;  is 
cut,  routed  and  justified,  and  in  a 
few  minutes  is  on  its  way  to  tlie 
press  room.  These  plates  are  cast  in 
the  exact  form  required  for  a cylin- 
der press,  and  are  about  half  an  inch 
in  thickness.

A New  Theory  of  the  Aurora 
Borealis.— Dr.  A.  W.  Hall  read  a 
paper  before  the  Polytechnic  branch 
of  the  American  Institute,  at  the* 
Cooper  institute,  on  the  cause  of 
auroral  lights,  in  which  he  took  issue 
! with  Professor  Loomis  and  other 
scientists,  who  attribute  these  phe- 
nomma  to  electrical  action.  Div 
Hall’s  theory  is  that  the  boreal  dis- 
play is  produced  by  the  rays  of  tlie 
sun,  which  arc  reflected  from  clouds 
surrounding  tlie  pole  to  the  ice  and 
snow  of  the  arctic  regions,  and  thence 
again  reflected  to  the  clouds,  and  so 
back  and  forth  until  it  comes  within 
our  range  of  vision.  * Tlie  glancing 
and  hashing  of  the  columns  of  light, 
he  holds,  are  caused  by  the  motion 
of  the  clouds,  an  exact  correspond- 
ence being  traceable,  tlie  doctor  con- 
tends, between  the  movements  of  the 
light  and  those  of  tlie  clouds.  In 
confirmation  of  his  theory  the-  doctor 
cited  the  cases  of  similar  displays  of 
auroral  light  in  the  east  just  before 
sunrise,  and  in  the  west  just  after 
sunset,  when  there  are  banks  of 
clouds  yisible,  from  which  the  sun's 
rays  are  evidently  reflected.  The 
arches  or  bows  often  seen  in  the 
north  are  also  easily  exjdaiued  ac- 
cording to  ibis  hypothesis,  while  by 
the  electrical  theory  they  are  inex- 
plicable. The  deflection  of  the 
needle  and  other  magnetic  effects,, 
sometimes  observed  during  an  auro- 
ral display,  are  attributed  by  Dr.. 
Hall  to  the  fact  that  tlie  state  of  the 
atmosphere  most  favorable  for 


successive  reflections  of  sunlight 
from  the  pole,  is  also  favorable  for 
the  action  of  the  electrical  forces 
which  produces  the  magnetic 
turbances.

Legislature  on  next  Monday.  The 
people  Will  breathe  a little  more 
ft  cely  for  the  next  two  years— unless 
they  suffer  from  strangulation  from 
tne  legislation  already  inflicted  upon 
them,  by  the  unprincipled  law-makers 
of  the  present  session.  It  is  getting* 
to  he  a serious  question  as  to  whether 
it  would  not  be  a blessing  to  the 
State  if  tlie  Legislature  was  abolished 
altogether.  It  is  quite  probable 
that  if  the  question  was  submitted  to 
a vote  of  the  people  within  thirty 
days  from  this  tunc,  there  would  be 
an  overwhelming  majority  in  favor 
of  a total  abolition  of  the  Legislative 
system  of  California,  or  at  least  that 
tne  sessions  be  held  not  oftener  than 
onco  in  twenty-five  or  fifty  years. 
There  is  no  use  in  saying  that  this 
-would  not  do  for  the  reason  that  bad 
laws  need  repealing  or  amending, 
and  that  belter  laws  arc  required. 
Me  think  that  the  experience  of  tlie 
past  few  years  must  satisfy  any  ob- 
servant person  that  instead  of  the 

uivvs  of  tne  State  being  improved  by 

constant  legislation,  or  instead  of 
oonoxious  laws  being  repealed  and 
good,  wholesome  laws  substituted  in 
then  stead,  that  bad  Taws  are  con- 
tinually being  phed  up  in  our  statute 
books.  Instead  of  our  legislators 
looking  to  see  what  existing  laws 
can  be  improved  so  as  to  render" 
them  more  beneficial  to  the  people, 
tney  rack  their  brains  to  devise  some 
new  scheme  for  swindling  the  people. 

That  there  had  been  but  little  leg- 
islation during  the  present  session 
through  honest  motives  and  good 
intentions,  there  is  no  room  for 
dou ot.  Members  votes  have  been 
in  the  market  to  the  highest  bidder, 
either  for  cash  or  scrip. 


GOOD  AUTHORITY. 


A Cry  for  Bit  ad.— Two  or  three 
thousand  hungry  men  went  in  a body 
to  the  Mayor’s  office  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  last  Tuesday,  and  demanded 


work  or  bread.  There  is  no  doubt 


about  there  being  a large  number  of 
men  in  San  Francisco  who  are  in 
destitute  circumstances,  but  it  is 
quite  probable  that  a large  number 
of  them  would  much  prefer  to  have 
the  bread  without  work.  The  fact 
is,  every  idle  man  in  the  country 
finds  his  way  to  San  Francisco,  where 
humming  lias  become  more  system- 
ized  than  it  is  in  the  country.  There 
are  plenty  of  chances  for  a wo  king 
man  to  earn  his  grub  in  the  mining 
counties  of  this  State,  and  lay  up  a 
few  dollars  besides.  It  is  perfect 
foilv  to  think  that  San  Francisco  is 
the  on  y p ace  n w’  ich  a poor  man 
can  earn  a liv  ng.  If  a Chinaman 
can  make  a liv  ng  :n  this  country, 
need  a white  man  starve  ? 


The  Placer  IP  raid,  the  oldest, 
ablest  and  staunchest  Democratic 
newspaper  in  California,  in  speaking 
t uie  th  eving  Lc  islature  of  this 
State,  uses  tlie  following  severe  as 
well  sensible  ; nguage  : 

“ The  truth  is,  we  regard  one- 
fourth  of  the  members  as  incompe- 
tent-better fitted  by  nature  and  ed- 
ucation to  sit  on  eggs  than  in  tlie 
Legislature ; another  fourth  as  rascals 
of  more  or  less  ability,  and  the.  other 
haif  as  men  of  good  intentions,  and 
many  of  them  of  more  than  ordinary 
ability.  The  Constitutional  provi- 
sion adjourning  the  Legislature  at 
the  end  of  120  days  is  good — it  ought 
to  be  90  days.”  6

Death  of  Major  General  Thomas. 

The  community  was  startled  on 
last  Monday  e ning  by  tho  an- 
nouncement of  the  death  of  Major 
General  George  H.  Thomas,  Com* 
amnder  of  the  Military  Divison  of 
the  Pacific.  He  went  to  his  office 
in  San  Francisco  about  noon  on  last 
Monday,  in  apparently  good  health, 
and  was  engaged  in  the  tronsaction 
of  some  business,  when  lie  was  seized 
with  a sudden  fainting  fit  and  fell  to 
the  floor.  Medical  attendance  was 
immediately  procured  and  he  was 
partially  restored— conversing  with 
his  wife  and  friends.  He  was  finally 
seized  with  a shock  of  apoplexy  and 
died  at  7 IT  p,  m.  General  Tllomas 
was  one  of  the  most  popular  Generals 
in  the  Union  Army  during  the  late 
rebellion.  His  remains  were  taken 
East  in  a special  car  on  last  Thursday 
attended  by  an  escort  of  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  army. 


The  exact  liability  of  persons  ac- 
cepting of  the  position  of  a trustee, 
is  perhaps  as  little  understood  as 
that  of  any  other  position  in  which  a 
u. an  may  b«  placed,  A case  has  re- 
cently been  determined  by  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  this  Stats  in  which 
several  of  our  citi*#ns  were  interested, 
and  which  resulted  in  unexpectedly 
involving  them  in  a pecuniary  loss  oi 
some  $2,500.  merely  because  they 
were  so  magnanimous  as  to  consent 
to  have  their  names  used  as  trustees 
in  a deed  of  a building  and  lot  for  a 
seminary  in  this  town.  The  Court 
might  have  found  abundant  authori 
iy  in  the  books  upon  which  they 
eased  the  decision,  but  nevertheless 
we  cannot  do  otherwise  than  say  that 
m this  particular  case,  i great  injus- 
tice has  been  done  to  innocent  par- 
lies, and  no  sort  of  reasoning  upon 
any  known  principles  of  equity  or 
common  sense,  can  make  it  appear 
right.  Tire  facts  of  the  case  towhicii 
we  allude  ore  as  follows.  Some  five 
or  six  yeufi*  ago,  Horace  Hawes,  who 
uad  a building  which  he  had  erected 
in  this  tow  . lor  the  purpose  of  u 
printing  office  and  public  library,  af- 
ter abandoning  that  project  and  find 
mg  the  property  useless  as  it  was,  he 
cuncieved  th$  idea  of  founding  an- 
academy  for  the  purpose  of  cairy  .n,. 
out  Mj!  plans,  he  solicited  and  ob  tain- 
i d the  consent  of  B G.  Latar  op,  T. 
11. Selby,  George  II.  Kellogg,  Charles 
Livingston  and  Bishop  Ingraham 
Kipp,  to. accept  of  the  position  of 
trustee's  for  the  purpose  of  putting 
the  school  into  operation.  A deed 
was  duly  executed  by  Mr,  Hawes  to 
die  ' bore  named  parlies  and  their 
"Uccessors,  of  the  property,  in  trus't 
tor  the  ti  es  and  purposes  specified 
in  tho  deed.  The  trustees  wishing 
(o  see  an  institution  of  learning 
> stablished  in  Redwood  City,  accepted 
he  tiust  in  good  faith,  and  being 
aware  that  tlie  building  was  wholly 
inadequate  .for  the  uses  designed 
pi  bee  tided  to  erect  additional  build- 
^ rigs  at  their  own  expense — looking 
IP  the  future  prosperty  of  the  school 
■md  luck,  for  tne  re-urn  of  the 
money  advanced.  The  trustees  ex- 
pended some  $2,000  in  new  buildings 
and  furniture,  and  for  the*  j urpoee  oi 
protecting  themselves  against  a total 
(Oss  of  tlieir  money,  they  effected  an 
insurance  upon  the  pi-iqerty  of 
'$2,000  The  Institute  was  duly 
put  into  operation  and  bid  fair  to 
prove  a success,  but  ailer  the  elapse 
ot  a year  or  so,  the  buildings  and 
furniture  were  totally  des toyed  by 
fire.  Tlie  trustees  removed  the  in. 
suivnee  money  winch  scarcely  let 
them  eve  i,  and  nut  wishing  to  iucui 
ug  expense  of  rebuilding  tiie  In.sti 
tute,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr, 

H twcsaswe  have  been  it. loom  eo 
the  trustees  reconveyed  the  property 
oack  to  Mr.  Hawes.  Nothing  wa> 
said  in  the  mean  time  in  regard  to 
he  insurance  money,  and  as  Hawes

had  no  insurance  upon  the  properly, 
i he  trustees  hadn’t  the  remotest  men 
of  any  one  being  entitled  to  the 
insurance  c-xcept  themselves.  Biu 
imagine  their  surprise  when  they 
found  a suit  commenced  in  the  Dis 
irict  court  against  them  by  M". 
Halves  for  the  recovery  of  tht  amount 
of  the  insurance,  Ilawes  recovered 
judgment  in  tho  District  court  and 
tho  trustees  appealed  the  c«se  to  the 
Suprem ' court  and  the  judgment 
-has  been  affirmed  by  that  court. 

« he  .fsult  of  the  decision  was,  that 
the  trustees  have  been  cCuipellvd  t>> 
pay  about  $2,500  n ^principal, interest 
and  co  G besides  counsel  fees,  to 
6 1J  nothing  of  the  trouble  and  an 
i.oyanc  e they  have  necessarily  been 
subjected  to.  This  is  the  reward  iff 
a few  disintere  ed  citizens  for  their 
gratuitous  services  in  a JuudabL, 
although  unprofitable  mterprise, 
which  was  designed  to  be  a public, 
ins  ca  t of  a private  benefit,  to  the 
Community,  The  Supreme  court 
say  in  their  decision  : ‘When  the 
duties  of  the  defendants,  as  trustees 
terminated,  it  become  their  duty  to 
pay  over  to  the  plaint. ff,  all  the

physiological  journal  condemns 
practice  :i  boxing  children.’*  ears. 
We  had  supposed,  in  this  advanced 
age  of  civiliz  ition,  that  such  barber 
ous  punishments  were  only  remem- 
bered as  relics  of  the  darker  ages. 
But  it  appears  that  the  practice  is 
sufficiently  common  in  some  sections 
of  the  country  to  call  forth  a decided 
remonstrance.  Beside  being  a bru- 
tal method  of  punishment,  it  is  dan- 
gerous. The  passage  of  the  ear  is 
closed  by  a thin  membrane,  especially 
adapted  to  be  influenced  by  every 
impulse  of  the  air,  and  with  nothing 
hut  the  air  to  support  it  internally. 
If  any  one  designed  to  break  o< 
overstretch  the  membrane,  he  could 
scarcely  devise  a more  effective  means 
than  to  b .ng  the  hand  suddenly 
and  forcibly  down  upon  the  passage 
of  the  ear,  thus  driving  the  air  vio 
lently  before  it,  with  no  possibility 
for  i»s  escape,  but  by  the  membrane 
giving  way.  Many  children  are  made 
deaf  in  this  way.

The  Act  permitted  the  looa 
tion  of  this  scrip  on  ‘any  lands  of 
the  Reservation,  or  upon  any  other 
unoccupied  lands  subject  to  preemp- 
tion or  private  sals,  or  upon  any 
other  unsurv  yed  lands,  not  reserved 
by  Government,  upon  which  they 
have  respectively  made  improvements 
It.  was  especially  provided  ‘That  no 
transfer  or  conveyance  of  any  of  said 
certificates  or  scrip  shall  be  valid . ’ 
Yet  the  land-grabbers  got  hold  of 
the  scrip,  by  having  it  printed  with 
a 'power  of  Attorney  attached , and 
located  it  in  great  part  in  California 
thousands  of  acres  of  this  scrip  arc 
located  in  Santa  Cruz,  Stanislaus 
Merced,  Monterey,  Kern  and  San 
Luis  Ooispo  and  . ulare  counties,  by 
tho  San  Francisco  laud  sharks. — 
Santa  Cruz  Sentinel.
